SOLDIERS WASTED. 


The following view of the situation in 


the Philippines, as expressed by the 
Phila. Record, corresponds with that 
held by not a few citizens of the United 
States. 
Public disapproval of Presi- 


dent 
McKinley's course 
seems to 


be growing, especially since it appears 
that the President is a decided expan- 
sionist : 


With characteristic caution, the Ad 


ministration at Washington is preparing 
the public mind for a call for volunteers 
to subdue the fighting Filipinos. The 
well known touts and advance agents of 
publicity have been called upon to set 
out in type the reluctance of the Gov- 
ernment to demand unnecessary sacri- 
fices from the people, and its stern de- 
termination to parley no more with the 
desperate insurgents around Manila, At 
the same time the censored dispatches 
from the seat of war have been made 
to convey the implication that only a few 
thousand men and a few weeks of good 
campaigning weather will be required to 
put an end to the Filipino resistance to 
American domination. Under such con- 
ditions the hardship and losses of cam- 
paigning against the insurgents could 
scarcely be weighed in the balance 
against the presumed necessity of as- 
serting powerfully the expanded author- 
ity of Federal power. 


There is no doubt whatever that any 


desired Dumber of fighting men might 
be secured by the Government for mili- 
tary adventure in the Philippines if only 
the conditions of warfare should be fully 
set forth in advance. But American 
troops must know exactly what they are 
fighting for, and how long they are ex- 
pected to fight. The volunteers who 
went to the Philippines a year ago to 
fight Spain have been kept there, in con- 
flict with semi-barbaric natives, long 
after hostilities wltn Spain had ended 
and their terms of service had legally ex- 
pired. It could scarcely be anticipated 
that men thus hardly treated would re- 
enlist, and General Otis'dispatch stating 
that the volunteers wish to be mastered 
out at San Franaisco only furnishes 
official confirmation of a condition of 
affairs long suspected by shrewd ob- 
servers of the Philippine campaign. 
The volunteers will not take the travel 
pay bounty of about $450 each and re- 
enter the Federal service; they prefer 
to come homd at Government expense 
to be relieved permanently from mili- 
tary duty. 


Of course, the soldiers who shall leave 


Manila for the United States must be 
replaced by fresh troops. IE the 15,000 
volunteers should be released from ser- 
vice, at least an equal number of addi- 
tional troops would have to be raised 
throughout the country in order to main- 
tain General Otis' forces at the fighting 
strength said to be necessary—about 35,- 
000 men. But if the abortive opera- 
tions of the past four months have dem- 
onstrated anything it is ibat a force of 
this strength can oniy maintain itself 
in and around Manila under shelter of 
the gnns of Federal war ships. It can- 
not 
capture the enemy's battalions, 


weapons or leaders; uor can it bold 
ground taken in fisrce engagements. 
Obviously, there can be no end to a war- 
fare waged under such conditions. 


What the Administration has to do. 


then, is either to continue the pretens 
of active hostilities for another year, o 
to put into the Sold the full force 
men allowed by Congress in the Arm 
Beorgaaization act. 
It, would take evei 


man of the increased force to make an 
impression on the skillful and seasone 
guerrilla fighters who are disputing wit 
us the control of Luzon Island. But 
any serious attempt is to be made tbi 
year to reduce the Filipinos to subjac 
tion the Government will have to se 
about the work at once, regardless o 
its effect upon the political fortunes o 
party leaders. To play politics with th 
lives of American soldiers would be 
fai riskier experiment than even tti 
calling to arms of every volunteer au 
thorized under existing law.

United States have put six military gov- 
ernors and a strong force of troops in Cuba 
and have kept them there? The people 
of Cuba have been held under the iron 
heel of militarism for centuries. They al- 
ways had military rule. They revolted 
against that system. With the aid of the 
United States they were freed from Spain. 
With what result? Military rnle by the 
United States follows." 


"By way of illustrating what has been 


accomplished in Cuba no better subject 
can be taken than the Post Office Depart- 
ment of the island. It shows what can be 
done without military aid, co-operation or 
interference. The Department of Poets is 
entirely independent of the aruoy under 
the direction of Major Rathbone.

The Cuban 
steamship lines are carrying the mails for 
nothing until July, 1900, and General 
Rathbone has also discoved by chance a 
law of 1839 requiring the railroads to carry 
the mails for nothing. 


"In a ride of sixty miles iu Puerto Prin- 


cipe, in a rich country, not one living ani- 
mal, horse, pig or cow was seen. The 
country had been swept bare by war. One 
can ride for hours through Havana, Ma- 
tauzas or Pinar del Rio and see nothing but 
mined plantations. So steps have been 
taken to rebuild, nor are any likely to be 
taken for years.

A Fnper Suggesting Several Faints in Hay- 
making Which May Interest tlie JTariricr.

A large crowd of 
a good one—Do not cut down more grass 
than can be made into hay tbe same day, 
under ordinary conditions. 
The com- 


munication reads : 


Owing to the short crop of grass all over 


the country it will be wise for our farmers 
to make all the hay for market possible 
and just at this time it may not be out of | 
place to say a few words in reference to 
making hay. First, two-thirds of the hay 
that is made is spoiled and not fit for 
market. The writer in 1895 baled and 
shipped from Gettysburg 218 cars of hay 
or 2000 tons, not over 100 tons of which 
graded No. 1; balance No. 2 and 3 and 
common. The difference in price of No. 1 
and No. 3 hay is $3 per ton., so the loss to 
the farmer or packer in the transaction 
was over $5,000. Now, when providence 
gives the farmer the grass and the weather 
to make the hay it does seem wrong that 
f of all the bay should be spoiled iu 
making, yet the writer in riding over the 
county sees the same thing going on this 
year. . It seems that the main object 
many farmers havo in view in making hay 
is time—who will get done making hay 
first—and you will find them out mowing 
at 6 o'clock in the morning when the 
blades of grass are loaded full of water, 
and cutting down 5,10,15 or 20 acres before 
they think of making it, aud before the 
last five are cut the first is spoiled, and by 
the time the first is taken in the last of 
the field is spoiled and none fit for mai ket. 
Even if it does not rain, one dew or too 
much sun will make it unfit and color the 
hay so that it grades on the market No. 3 
or common, and the farmer must sell from 
$3 to $4 less than the man that makes it 
right, or the packer looses it. The ex- 
pense which is nearly $4 per ton is the 
same on No. 3 or common hay as it is on 
No. 1 in shipping to the 
false impression that 
city.

by cutting early in the morning, aud _. 
whole field down at one time is errone- 
ous. Tbe old adage handed down by our 
grandfathers, "mow when it rains and 
make hay while the sun shines," should 
be forgotten. The fanners will gain time, 
and make hay that will grade No. 1 and 
bring the highest price if they will fol- 
low strictly the rules of the Cecil county 
farmer who gets the highest market price 
quoted. 
First, never mow down grass 


when there is a south or east wind, as we 
are located so close to the Atlantic aud 
Gulf streams that this is certain to bring 
cloudy weather, if not raiu in one day. 
Yon cannot make hay wheu cloudy. 
Select a day with west wind and you have 
nothing to fear. Do not start cutting in 
the morning until you can walk through 
the grass without getting your shoes wet, 
generally from 8 to 9 o'clock. If grass is 
heavy start the tedder one hour later, aud 
at one o'clock, with a clear hot day com- 
mence raking and hauling in. If no rain 
is in sight and force enough, the mower 
can go on till 4 o'clock, and the hay taken 
in or heaped same day in perfect safety. 
It is a wrong impression that hay mni-t be 
dry enough to rattle. 
Be sure their IB no 


water in it and go ahead. Sap will not 
spoil hay, but cures it. Nature does not 
put any thing in grass to spoil it. It is 
tbe elements. Cut in the morning when 
the blades arc full of water, and the grass 
lying down the air cannot dry it out, 
and hay goes in with moisture under the 
leaves and causes it to heat and burn.

claims for damages for sheep killed 
dogs—among them

Trostle, of Highland township, and $10 I

tion of the law on the subject may be o 
interest. It reads, in part: 


Section 3. That whenever any perso 


shall sustain any loss or damage to shee 
by a dog, or dogs, in any township 
borough or city, such person, his or he 
agent or attorney may complain to an 
justice ol the peace, magistrate or aide 
man of such township, borough or city, i 
writing to be signed bythe person inakin 
such complaint, stating therein wher 
where and how, such damage was don 
and by whose dog or dogs, if known 
whereupon the justice of the peace 
magistrate or alderrrma, to whom sue 
complaint shall be made, shall notify th 
township, borough or city auditors, o 
controllers, of such claim, and such town 
ship, borough or city auditors shall a 
once examine the place where the allegei 
losa or damage v,as sustained and th 
sheep injured or killed, if practicable, an 
they shall examing under oath or afflrma 
tion to be administered by one of them 
any witnesa called before them by sub 
posna which the said authorities 
hereby authorized to issue, and afte 
making diligent inquiry in relation to sucl 
claim, shall determine and report to sucl 
justice, magistrate or alderman in writing 
whether any such damage has beet 
sustained and the amount thereof, and 
who was the owner or keeper of such dog 
or dogs, if known, by which such damage 
was done, and if the dog or dogs are des 
troyed that caused the damage, if known 
then the owner or keeper of said dog o 
dogs shall be exempt from further claim 
Such report so made shall be signed by a 
majority of tbe auditors and delivered to 
the justice, magistrate or alderman, before 
whom such claim has been made: Pro 
fided, That any owner of dog or dogs re 
fusing to kill his dog or dogs, after having 
received due notice from the constable 01 
police through the justice of the peace 
magistrate or alderman before whom such 
claim has been made of the damage done 
by his dog or dogs, shall be liable for al 
damage and cost of the same. 


Section 4. That upon receiving such 


report the said justice, magistrate or 
alderman, shall immediately make a cer- 
tificate thereto, signed and sealed by him, 
that such appraisement was regularly and 
duly made by such auditors or controllers, 
and if by such report it appears that any 
damage has been sustained by snob com- 
plainant, the said justice, magistrate or 
alderman, shall deliver such report aud all 
papers relating to tbe case to such claim- 
ant, his or her agent or attorney, upon 
payment of the costs up to that time here- 
inafter provided to be delivered to the 
county commissioners or councilmen or 
cities where such damage has been 
sustained to be filed in their office.

Private Mailing Cards. 


KegulaHona Proimijguted Ijy tlie PostmaHt- 


er-GL>m.riU. 


Postmaster-General Smith issued last 


Friday a general order extending the 
privilege of private mailing cards to the 
full limit prescribed by the Universal Pos- 
tal Union. The chief features of the new 
rules are as follows : 


The quality of the cards must be sub- 


stantially that of the Government postal 
cards and weigh about six pounds three 
ounces to the thousand. The cards may 
be of any color, and must bear these words 
at the top of the address side : "Private 
Mailing Card—Authorized by Act of Con- 
;reaa of May 10, 18J8." ("Postal Card- 
Carte Postale"). The postage rate appli- 
cable to cards for the United States, Cana- 
da and Mexico is one. cent : for other 
countries the rate is two cents. 


The face of the card is reserved exclus- 


ively for postage stamps, postmarks and 
the address, which may be in writing, 
printing, by means of stamp, or by an 
adhesive label of no't more than three- 
fourths of an inch by two inches in size. 
Tbe sender may, in the aatne manner, in- 
dicate his name and addiess on the 
face or back of the card, and engravings 
and advertisements may be printed on tbe 
front if they do not interfere with a per- 
fectly distinct address.

TO BE UNVEItlSD SEXT SATURDAY—- 


FACTS CONNECTED WITH IT. 


Next Saturday afternoon, July let, at 


o'clock the ceremonies incident to the ui 
veiling of the handsome equestrian atatu 
erected to the memory of Major Genera 
John Fulton Reynolds will take place

little. 


The general supposition is that chea 


8 the product of an injured, defective grain 
of wheat, but by what process the cha. 
aoter of the plant is changed IB not ex- 
plained. 


Poor seed, of which there was a great 


deal iu Adams county last year owing to 
the injury done the previous crop by the 


Fly, 
will, it is claimed, produce cheat, 


but that is a view which does nut appear 
;o be tenable. 


Dr. William Darlington, Pii'sident of U 


Chester Count y Cabinet of Natural Science, 
n a bunk "Plants of Chester county," 
published a number of years ago says 
under the head—limiiiu-,, cheat or chess : 


This! well-known, troublesome glass, is 


a naturalized foreigner; and obstinately 
accompanies out crops of Wheat and Rye 
Frequently where the wheat has been in- 
ured by the winter, or other causes, the 
Bromua ia very abundant; and many 
wmete imagine the wheat has been trans- 
formed into Bromus, or Cheat. Thia error 
also prevails among the husbandmen o 
Europe. But in theold world, they think 
,he wheat ia transmuted into 
Loftiun 


emiUentum, or Darnel—quite a distinct 
;ras8 from Bromus, and which is yet lare 
.n the United States. 


Other writers take the same position, 


aud we believe it safe to assume that cheat 
s only a speciea of graea, which grows 
most abundantly where the stand of wheat 


poorest.

spinal meningitis among Mr. Stallatmth't 
worses. The loss in this caae has been 
very great. I believe that It i-d always wel 
to remove borhes with spinal meningitis 
rom Hie premises where the disease origi- 
nates aa soon as puhdible and also to re- 
move all other horsea that have been ex- 
posed in the same way. There is no evi- 
dence that the disease is transmissible 
rom hor^e to horse and everything points 
to the probability of infection from food 
or water.

WHERE REYNOLDS FEIX. 


BT J. C. BOSKNGARTEN, 


CAPTAIN AND AIDE-DE-CAMP ON THE 8TAF 


OP QKNKBAl REYNOLDS, OBDNANCE 


OFFICER FIRST CORPS ARMY 


OF THK POTOMAC. 


[The following waa written in connectio 


with the erection of the monument, ded 
cated July 1st, 1886, which marks the ape 
where General Reynolds fell. Its publics 
tion now will be of interest to our readers 
in view oj the unveiling' of the ne 
Reynolds monument to take place nex 
Saturday, although we cannot vouch lo 
the accuracy of all of its statements:] 


Tho State of Pennsylvania, by an act ap 


proved Jnly 3, 1886, appropriated the su: 
of $1.000 for a suitable tablet to mark th 
spot where General John F. Reynolds fe 
at the battle of Gettysburg. This recogn 
tion of the important services rendered b 
Beynolds is heartily welcomed by his so 
diers. The heroic bronze statue erecte 
by his old First Corps etanda ih the ceme 
tery at Gettysburg, and fitly marks tb 
epot selected by Reynolds for the concen 
tration of the Army of the Potomac unde 
General Meade. The equestrian statue 
Reynolds in Philadelphia is significant o 
tbe debt due him and his comrades for th 
safety of the metropolis of the Common 
wealth of Pennsylvania in successful! 
driving back tbe invaders of the State 
But tbe spot where Reynolds fell well de- 
serves to be marked, and the State wipel 
entrusted the duty to ita own Adjutan 
General and to the Corporal Skelly Posi 
ol the Grand Army of the Republic, a 
Gettysburg. 
Corporal Skelly, after whon 


this post is named, was a native of Gettys 
burg, who fell at Winchester, while th 
young lady to whom he was engaged to be 
married, Mies Jennie Wade, was tbe onl; 
woman killed in Gettysburg, and, dying 
neither knew of the death of the other 
Their names are very dear to the people o 
Gettysburg, and the members ol the pos 
mve always been steadfast in doing thei 
share to preserve and perpetuate the me 
morialH of the battle which has made thei 


;own 
immortal. 
The Post Committei 


consists of Sergeant Wilson, supermten 
dent of the Xational Cemetery; Sergean 
FJoltzwortb, the genial guide and univer 
sal authority on the battlefield, and John 
VI. Krautb, eon of the venerable presiden 
of the Theological Seminary, in whole vi- 
cinity the first day's battle waa fought 
'.n their hands, and with the supervision 
of the Adjutant General and hie officers

o be marked by the memorial table 
where Reynolds fell there ia in sight tbi 
memorials of the regiments which were in 
iis command and neaiest him at the time 
The history of the battle can be read bj 
very visitor as he moves along the lines 
marked by theae stone records, and the 
urvivora of the soldiera who fought there 
an easily find the point at which he and 
bis comrades met the foe. Tbe story o 
be battle will thus be told by those who 
hared Us hardships and its glories in al 
ime to come. 


The story of Reynolds' first day's battli 


,t Gettysburg has never been told as fully 
,s it ought to be ; it was tbe preliminary 
kirmieh of a great contest, and in the 
>verwhelming importance of the final re- 
ult, the details and the successive events 
if the opening engagement have been hast- 
ly passed over. It has often been hinted 
atber than asserted, that Reynolds was 
he victim of his own rashness, that he 
leedlessly and impetuously engaged the 
neiny in an overwhelming force, and waa 
not ready to open battle nor right in doing 
o. Against tbia it is enough to repeal 
eneral Meade's assertion that he meant to 
ngage the enemy whenever and wherever 
ie could find him. 


Heth's skirmishers got into the cover of 


he woods with their heavy underbrush 
,nd thickets, and while tbe Iron Brigade 
wept down to and even across the creek 
he rebel skirmiahera made an easy prey 
f Reynolds aa be returned from the line 
f battle to find fresh troops.

urg Pike, the other, the Westernmost, 
oward tbe Milleraburg road, still marks 
je centre of the Union line on the firat 
ay. General Doubleday aptly likens it 
o a natural position, the key to a whole 
ne of defensive works.

IMPROVING VARIETIES. 


CHANGES IN PLANTS EFFECTED 


SEED SELECTION—EFFECTS 


OF MANHKB OJi 


CROPS. 


There are many facts which come 


under the daily observation of fanners 
which are unnoticed, but careful study 
of the details incident to all farm opera- 
tions would make plain many matters 
which would lead to changes in methods. 
Each farm is a small world and field for 
observation, because it differs from the 
ones adjoining. The system best adapt- 
ed for one might lead to failure on 
another. But there are some principles 
of farming which are applicable every- 
where and cannot be ignored. As Pro- 
fessor Kobinson, of Canada, basso truth- 
fully stated, what farmers need is a clear 
understanding of principles, and not a 
dose of prescriptions to guide their prac- 
tice. Cultivation is an effective means 
of controlling the moisture of the soil 
at a depth at which ordinary farm crop 
seeds are planted. 
.Examinations of 


farms in the spring on land sown to 
grain baa shown that in clear weather 
the temperature was three degrees high- 
er to a depth of three inches on land 
that had been rolled than on unrolled 
land. The conditions for the increase 
in the size of the roots, stems and leaves 
are not the same for an increase in the 
grains, fruits or seeds. An excess of 
easily-available plant food promotes 
great growth and enlargement of the 
vegetative parts of the plants—roots, 
stems and leaves—while a bareness of 
available plant food when the plant is 
near the ripening period makes for an 
increase in the quantities of seeds. This 
may be noticed by the heavy growth of 
oats on a manure head, the stems and 
leaves being large, while the heads con- 
tain very few seeds, while a grass plant 
by the roadside—short and small- 
will carry a great number of seeds, the 
seeds constituting a large proportion of 
the total weight of the plant. These re- 
sults, however, depend upon many 
conditions which are not always observ- 
ed and the causes are frequently not well 
understood by farmers. 


EFFECTS Or ROTATION. 


The Increase in the sizes of different 


portions of a plant—the vegetative and 
reproductive parts—are governed by the 
kinds of fertilizer and manure and their 
periods of application. Barnyard ma- 
nure should be applied to crops in which 
tbe roota, stems, and leaves are sought 
for, snch as turnips, carrots, mangels, 
corn fodder, hay and grasses, but manure 
should not be applied direct to land for 
the growth of cereals, but should be on 
land for the crop which precedes the 
cereal crop. 
Manure applied to grass 


lands benefits the crop, and if the plot is 
used for corn, wheat or oats the follow- 
ing year the product of grain will be 
larger than when the manure is applied 
on the grain crop the year it is grown, 
though the amount of fodder may not 
be so large. 


By thus rotating the crops the manure 


performs better service, bocause the 
plant food left over one year by certain 
crops will be taken up by a different 
crop tbe next year. Results may not be 
apparent when but a small quantity o: 
manure is used, as there may be an in- 
sufficient for any kind of crop, and, as 
the texture of the soil, its cultivation 
etc., are matters which enter into con- 
sideration, the farmer should experiment 
on his farm with small plots in order to 
determine for himself what bis land re 
quires aud how beat to utilize the ma- 
nure which he produces. It is true that 
with the liberal use of manure a single 
kind of crop can be piofitably grown on 
the same field for many years in succes- 
sion,but it will be found that by rotating 
the crops the land will give larger pro- 
fits and the cost to maintain fertility 
will be largely reduced, as rotation is 
nature's method of recuperating the 
soil. 


SELECTION Or SFED. 


Seeds which germinate quickly are the 


best, and heavy seeds give more vigor- 
ous and heavier crops than smaller seeds. 
All plants have a tendency to variation, 
and when changed from one place to 
another make an effort to adapt them- 
selves to the new conditions. 
Those 


which succeed most fully in adapting 
themselves are the best for that locality, 
and whenever seeds are sown in a locali- 
ty there will be variations brought about 
by tillage, climate crossings, etc. Selec- 
tion of these seeds is the only mode of 
improvement. A comparison of varie- 
ties without the continued selection of 
seeds is of no value. At the Canadian 
Experiment Station selected large peas 
were sown to themselves, and the large 
peas of the crop again selected for three 
years the results being the obtaining of 
peas twice as heavy as a crop grown from 
ordinary seeds of the same variety. The 
selection of seeds, of barley, oats and 
spring wheat showed a large increase in 
yields, due to selection only. The selec- 
tion of seeds must be from individual 
plants, which give evidence of power by 
succeeding and yielding largely under 
soil and climatic conditions where 'the 
crop is to be grown the following year. 
In every field of grain some plants are 
more vigorous than the others, which 
•hows that such plants have varied in the 
right direction. When the young corn 
of this year is growing the Canadian plan 
should be adopted. Go into the field 
and watch the young stalks, mark them 
by fastening strings to them, observe 
them to maturity, compare the ears and 
select for seed- the best. The same may 
apply to other grains, and even vege- 
tables may be selected. In three or 
four years there may be a gain of from 
10 to 30 per cent, in the yield, which will 
be the turning point perhaps, between 
profit and loss.—I'hila. 1-itconl.

Thursday issued a circular giving the 
substance'of reports received by it np to 
June 10 on the condition of foreign 
crops.

That is, if a farmer uses a 
dollar's worth of food and sell tbe pro- 
duce therefrom for only one dollar he 
has 20 cents worth of manure, or more, 
left over. The manure heap ia where the 
profits go, and this profit is again utiliz- 
ed for increasing the crops another year, 
Ho farmer can make a fair estimate of 
his receipts t»nd expenses unless he at- 
taches a value to his manure and gives 
it a place in his item of accounts. It re- 
presents capital ready for investment, 
and it gives better dividends than any 
thing else on the farm.

BAISREN land may serve well for abeep, 


but to expect sheep to thrive on sucb lo- 
cations ia demanding too much. It ia 
well enough to give up such land to sheep 
as they will gradually improve it, hut the 
sheep should be given a little grain and 
hay in addition to that which they secure. 
Poor lands will improve when used for 
sheep, and more food will be secured each 
year therefrom, but the sheep muat be 
assisted. 


WHEN milk is not suitable for use ou 


the table it is not suitable for the young 
calf. It may apparently be economical 
to uae such milk for the calf, but tbe 
saving in milk will be balanced by loss 
in the calf, as it will suffer from scours 
or may not thrive. 


AT this reason oC the year, when most 


of tbe pro 3 ace of the farm is being made 
ready for market, the farmer should keep 
a sharp lookout for market reports of 
prices. 
The one who does so will know 


how to sell more intelligently and will 
have a great advantage over him who 
ships bis produce to the commission mer- 
chant and then waits for the "returns" 
in order to learn prices. 


ALL dairy farming is prol]table com- 


pared with other specialties on ibe farm; 
yet dairying requires more work and 
care than tbe growing of crops. 
This 


demonstrates, however, that the most 
profitable methods demand labor, and 
that to attempt to save labor that is nec- 
essary is to Incur a loss. 


(JTOMATOES will be so easily affected 
with rot if tljtvvlnes are fastened to up- 
rights or stakes. An excellent mode is 
to utilize old barrels for tbe purpose by 
nailing one hoop to four staves. Sharp- 
en the staves'at the lower ends and drive 
in the ground. Tbe hoops should be fas- 
tened to tbe staves with naila, and 
they will be found better than wire.
